Marianna, Florida, Nov, 13, 1935, 

The Thirtieth Annual Session of the West Florida Conference 
of the African Methodist Episcopal Church convened in New St 
James A. M, E, Church, Wednesday evening at 7:30 p. m. Rt 
Rev. J, S- Flipper, A* M., D, D., Bishop, was absent on the ac¬ 
count of being indis|X)sed from a severe attack of cold. Rev. J. 
M. Wise, D. D,, P, E. of the Marianna District, presided. The 
opening hymn No, 292, '^Hark How the Watchmen w'as 
lined by Rev, E, Harley. Rev. G. W. Giles led in a fervent pray¬ 
er. Song by the choir. Scripture lesson, St. Matt, io:i-t6, read 
by Rev. R. W. Whitehurst, D. D,, P. E. of the Pensacola District. 
Dr. Wise led in the summary of the Decalogue. After which he 
announced that the Bishop was absent on the accotint of illness 
and Rev. Dr. Whitehurst would make the announcements as 
directed by the Bishop, which he did.

Rev. J. S. Flipper, A. M., D. D., the 
Presiding Bishop of the Eleventh Episcopal District called the 
Thirtieth Annual Session of the West Florida Conference to 
order in New St. James A, M. E. Qiurch. He was assisted by 
the presiding elders of the Conference in conducting the de¬ 
votional exercises as follows: Opening Hymn No. 295, ‘‘And Are 
We Yet Alive?” was lined by Rev. J. M. Vvlse, D. D., P. E. of 
the Marianna District. Prayer by Rev. N. H. Leath, P. E. of 
the Apalachicola District. Rev. John Fobbs led in singing, 'Xet 
Jesus Lead You,” Scripture lesson by Rev, R. W, Whitehurst, 
D. D., P. E. of the Pensacola District from the loth chapter of 
St. John. Decalogue by Rev. J. W. Walker, P. E. of the Panama 
City District. 

After the devotions the Bishop began his address by saying; 
“To the presiding elders, ministers, brethren, sisters and visiting 
friends: I am very' glad to see j'ou here this morning and trust 
that you are enjoying splendid health and have enjoyed the re¬ 
quired amount of success in ymur field of labor this year that will 
enable you to make an increased report along all lines. Now' thi.s 
is the first Conference to be held closing our second quadrennial 
in the State and I sincerely hope this Conference will set pace 
for all of the other Conferences to go by. You will be called to 
elect four delegates to the forthcoming General Conference to 
be held in New York City next year, and I am now putting ymu 
on notice that I have no special choice in the selection of dele¬ 
gates. I only want the best men elected, who will look after the 
welfare of the church and will serve to the best of their ability 
without greed or personal gains. You will have three tellers and 
three secretaries to take care of this election and if I find either 
of them using dishonest means to have any one elected, I am go¬ 
ing to expel him. All of the delegates will be called to meet me 
at the Orlando Florida Conference in DeLand, Florida, January 
30, 1936 for the purpose of organizing our forces for the General 
Conference.

THE STATE OF THE COUNTRY 

Marianna, Florida, November 16»193 
To the Bishop and Members of the West Florida Annual Conference 

Now in Session, Greetings. 

We your Committee appointed to write upon this most important 
snbject. 

Today we are facing the sixth year of the depression. Six years ago 
hanks and clearing houses began to close their doors, sending panic 
and gripping fear into the hearts of the masses. It is needless to go 
into details of how many men were thrown from economic security 
into the abyss of despair. We all recall and have experienced these 
things far too well. 

For several years am mediately following the world war this country 
experienced a long term of “get rich quick” policy; everybody bad 
the gambling fever; speculations on Wall Street were rife; men had 
lost their sense of fair play, and common decency. Money was the 
standard. Family life was broken up completely. Home had become a 
place to hang your hat. We no longer lived at home. We were horn 
in hospitals, we died in hospitals. We work in factories and mines, and 
our leisure time was spent at the night clubs, in a hectic race to en¬ 
joy life. 

Real values were forgotten, A man was judged by the number of 
figures his bank account ran into, and not by his character. Society 
no longer condemned a man for what he did, but for what the law 
caught him doing. As a people, we sank into a nation of bootleggers 
and gamblers. 

God in his wisdom has dealt with us leniently. Today through lifs 
grace, and mercy, we have been sent a national leader who is step by 
step leading us again to the light, but I tell you, brethren, for America 
there is no light; there can be no light, there never will be any light 
as long as her hands are dripping red with the blood of her black 
brothers. 

Again I hear a voice asking, “Cain, where is thy brother?” I hear 
the forlorn cries of tortured victims; I smell the stench of their burn¬ 
ing fiesh, as the blaze lises high to the heavens. I hear the hopeless 
cries of their despondent mothers as their flesh is rent asunder. 
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America, where is thy brother? No longer can I ask, “O Southland, 
where is thy brother?” But I must needs ask, America, for the 
lyncMng evil has reared its ugly head from the far western shores of 
sunny California to the eastern shores of the Atlantic* It Is no longer 
localized. 

Until America axvakens to the full sense of her duty, until she 
shoulders her responsibility there can he no peace, no prosperity, I 
say with Lincoln, “A nation divided against itself cannot longer en¬ 
dure,” Today America is facing the scare of Communism* I venture 
to say that should this nation become entangk&d in the present Italo- 
Ethiopian warfare, there will be no more Republican Government as 
we now know it* Some new government will arise from its dead 
ashes. For America, thy days are numbered* 

There is too much dissensaon and starvation among us* No real red- 
blooded man or woman wants to see his or her children growing up 
under the stigma of relief'-charity* Every real American wants the 
chance to vrork for his bread, not to stand in some long line of dole 
recipients, and have it issued out to Mm. 

Many Government projects have been attempted. Every letter in 
the alphabet has been utilized to no avail. Depression continues and 
will do so until America turns again to God, its Founder and its 
Maker. Out of every evil some good can God bring. The depression is 
helping re-establish home life, to build up the church and through 
Edward Waters College and other schools, the minds of the masses 
are being trained to enjoy the better things of life. 

Again, value is being placed on character, and not on money. Be¬ 
cause money is no longer plentiful in this, the richest country in the 
world* 

Today America is owned, and controlled economically by a few men. 
That condition cannot continue. We are by birth and training a 
nation of free people and not of slaves* 

Some method must he found for the re-distribution of wealth. Too 
ranch power is concentrated in the handh of a few, Roosevelt struck 
a blow at the evil when he sponsored the new income tax law. It re¬ 
mains to be seen if the rich will pay off, or some wily lawyer will help 
them escape the net of the law as in the past. 

Hear a voice that entreats you “Oh my peopled Oh, return ye unto 
God!” For in him, and in him aione lies salvation. All other help is 
but vain attempts at a mighty evil, too powerful to be moved by the 
weak efforts of mere men. 

For us still there is hope. We labor not in vain. In the short span 
of less than a century, we have arisen from a race of hopeless, illiter¬ 
ates to a race whose masses are now trained in the rudiments of 
figures and letters, and 'W'e are now taking our place In the American 
world. 
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Internationally, we have become the one ray of light on the Ameri¬ 
can horizon* Born with the gift of song, the gift of laughter, and 
inimitable faith in the eternal Justice of a divine power, we have 
avoided the mire, we have planted seeds of hope in the breasts of our 
white brothers. May God grant us the ability to so utilize our limited 
opportunities, to forget class strife to such an extent that we may be 
so welded together as one family, that following our leaders, who far 
surpass in worth, quality and ability the leader of any other group, 
we may face the dawn of the approaching new day with an undaunted 
courage, and a supreme faith in our God, our country, and our fellow 
man.
